in mezzotint by Turner, and commonly known as the 
" Little Liber," three original proofs are shown, " The 
Sunset Gun," the " Sunset at Sea," and an early proof 
of the " Catania." Special attention is called to the 
four impressions of the same series, printed and signed 
by Sir Seymour Haden. 

A selection has been made from the line engravings 
and mezzotints after Turner engraved under his su- 
pervision for publications such as : Whitaker's History 
of Richmondshire, Antiquities of Scotland, Rivers of 
England, Ports of England, Southern Coast, England 
and Wales. These prints deserve and invite close in- 
spection. Most of the examples shown are proofs, a 
few of the most noteworthy being the following : for 



Richmondshire, " Easby," and "Simmer Lake"; for 
the Antiquities, " Edinburgh from the Calton Hill " ; for 
the Rivers, " Shields on the Tyne " ; for the Southern 
Coast, " Lyme Regis," " Torbay," " Clovelly Bay " ; for 
England and Wales, " Bolton Abbey," " Chain Bridge 
over the Tees," " Lancaster Sands," " Winander-mere," 
" Durham Cathedral," " Okehampton." This enumera- 
tion by no means exhausts the list of specially note- 
worthy examples. A finding list is placed in the third 
Print Room. 

A catalogue will be published for the exhibition. 
It is hoped that visitors and students will avail them- 
selves of this rare opportunity to familiarize them- 
selves with some of Turner's most characteristic work.
